Under the terms of the settlement
effected bv Minister Bowen the fixing
of all Aamages for Germany was to be
left to one person representing Ger-
many and another representing Vene-
suela, with an umpire to be appolnted
by the President .of tne United Btates;
and a similar method of arbitration was
to bLe adopted in respect to the Italian
claim.

It is as umpire 4n each of these arbi-
trations that  President Roosevelt has
solicited the services of Mr. Holls. The
question of preferential treatment of
Germany, Great Britain and Ttaly is
left to The Hague Court. Mr. Holls has
the offer under cofisideration and has
not yet decided whether he will accept
or not.

BECK ARCUES
INY. Y. COURT.

Ex-Assistant U. S. Attorney-
General, Who Won Northern
Securities Case, Appears for
Ex-Army Officer Here.

All of the lawyers about the Crimina]
Courts Bullding who oould spare the
time gathered {n Part IV. of the Court
of General Sessions to-day to hear the
first argument made in New York by
former Assistant United States Attor-
ney-General James DM. Beck, who won
the Northern Securities case for the
Government and then resigned to' prac-
tise law in this city. Mr. Beck appeared

Chlef Clerk in the Engineering Depart-
ment of the United States Army, with
offices in the Whitehall Bullding, to ask
for an arrest of judgment. Wilson was
convicted two woeks ago of attempted
extortion and was to have been sen-
tenced to-day.

He sald that thers
was nothing in the testimony to show
that Wilson had heen guilly of violating
the law as a Federal officer and that
there was nothing to show that he s.d
aoted under orders of a superior. Judge
